The new plant will be built on Di­ 
vision street, between Second

Richard Grieser, Chicago, 111., ar­ 
chitect for the company, nearly has 
completed the plans, which call for 
a brick, steel and concrete structure, 
the most modern and equipped with 
every’ facility for brewing.

The building will be 
170x170 feet.

170x60 feet will be constructed. 
The 
lots were purchased Feb. 26 from 
tile C.yL. Colman Lumber company’. 
The consideration in each sale was 
nominal. 
The new brewery will be fire proof 
and a model of perfect brewery’ con­ 
struction . With brick, steel and con­ 
crete leading in the construction, the

was graduated from Westfield acade­ 
my. 
In 1856 he loacted 
in Beaver 
Dam and was for three years princi­ 
pal of the public schools. 
In 1859 he returned to New York 
to take a course in law at the Albany 
university. 
Coming back to Beaver Dam in 1861 
he formed a partnership with the late 
H. W . Lander . He continued to prac­ 
tice law until his election to the bene 
in 
1896, succeeding Judge Warham 
Parks. 
For nearly a quarter of a century 
he was 
superintendent of the city 
schools and their present high stan­ 
dard is largely the result of his la­ 
bor, ability and foresight. 
In 1863 Judge Dick married Helen 
M. Drown of New York and a daugh­ 
ter of the late William Drown, one 
of the benefactors of Lawrence uni­ 
versity an dthe Williams Free library 
of Beaver Dam. 
Mrs. Dick survives. 
Judge Dick was a Mason, formerly 
holding the office of high priest. 
His last decision was in the Hori­ 
con marsh drainage case, in which he 
held that the marsh should be drain­ 
ed, thus reclaiming 35,000 acres of 
land in the heart of a most fertile dis­ 
trict.
